7.  With  Arbitration  firmly  planted  on 
the  above  or  some  similar  basis  an  ad- 
vancement  in  the  dause  of  Christianity 
will  then  be  possible

Many  ministers,  cabled  pastors,  are  sim- 
ply? supplies — they  preach  from  the  pulpit 
on^y,  and  that  sometimes,  but  one  Lord’s 
Dhjt  in  the  month.  True,  the  churches  are 
0tt|n  most  to  blame*  but  they  have  not 
bci#n  taught.  It  is  not  surprising  then, 
th4t;they  make  short  calls  and  frequent 
Changes.  The  preacher  knows  little  or 
nothing  of  the  families  of  his  congrega- 
tion and  fails  to  cultivate  the  children. 

y^ie  pulpit  can  never  convert  the  world; 
ftjrfit  only  reaches  the  pew;  utterly  failing 
t|o  (carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  gospel, 
wti$ch  enjoins  aggressiveness  and  activity.

Cigarette  Habit — Why  Don’t  Preach 
* era  Condemn  It?

Cigarette  stroking  is  one  of  the  curses  of 
this  generation.  Preachers  are  expected 
to  condemn  the  evils  of  the  day.  But  many 
preachers  shut  their  own  mouths  in  this 
matter.  A man  would  make  very  poor 
progress  preaching  temperance  and  run- 
ning a saloon  at  the  same  time.  The 
preacher  who  ispits  red  or  “puffs”  his  cigar 
had  just  as  well  be  hunting  “doodle-bugs” 
as  to  be  preaching  against  cigarette 
smoking.  We  heard  a young  man  remark 
after  a certain  “smoking”  preacher  had 
preached  against  cigarette  smoking:  "That 
old  devil  smokes  too,  let  him  clean  up  fcis 
own  mouth,  then  he  may  wipe  mine  ” 

We  have  heed  sickened  by  smoke  coming 
from  the  lips  of  preachers  while  traveling 
to  and  from  our  Conventions,  and  even 
when  there  were  ladies  on  the  train.  We 
have  even  had  to  inhale  the  fumes  in  onr 
Conventions  more  than  once.  Every  sen- 
sible man  knows  that  tobacco  is  a poison 
and  that  there  is  not  a single  argument  in 
favor  of  the  habit.  The  most  reasonable 
argument  we  have  ever  heard  was  that  it 
kept  the  breath  from  smelling  bad. 

Now,  my  brother,  of  two  evils,  if  v°a 
have  to  choose  one,  choose  the  less.  No 
one  will  smell  your  breath  unless  directly 
in  front  of  you,  but  your  tobacco  will  Per- 
meate  a whole  building.  Some  one  will 
rise  and  say,  I’ve  used  tobacto  Aft? 
years  and  am  not  dead  yet.  Well,  somt 
things  are  hard  to  kill.  We  cut  off  a tar 
tie’s  head  once  and  he  walked  some  dis- 
tance without  a head,  but  we  honestly  be- 
lieve he  was  badly  da  triaged.  We  hare

The  Logic  of  the  Casp. 

Is  baptism  essential  to  church  meml>er- 
ship  ? How  can  the!  question  be  settled  ? 

One  man  persuades  himself  that  he  has 
settled  it  on  the  principle  that  nothing 
should  be  required  for  membership  in  the 
church  which  is  not  necessary  to  salva- 
tion, and  he  logically  shuts  baptism  out  of 
the  category  of  necessities,  because  bap- 
tism is  not  necessary  to  salvation,  but  is 
rather  an  expressiofi  of  a previous  repen- 
tance and  faith.  It  is  on  account  of,  and 
not  in  order  to  ]“ren)ission  of  sins”  that  he 
is  baptized.  Baptism  pictures  and  repre- 
sents the  “washing  away  of  sins”  which 
has  already  been  accomplished  by  the 
merit  of  Christ's  death,  for  “the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ,  God’s  Son,  cleanseth  us  lrom 
all  sin.”  One  may  legitimately  enter  the 
church  only  because  he  is  already  in  the 
“kingdom  of  God.’]  The  acceptance  of 
Jesus  the  King  must  precede  membership 
in  the  church,  for  the)  church  is  the  body  of 
Christ,  an  organism  through  which  the -life 
of  Christ  is  expressed.  If  such  a thing 
should  happen  as  that  one  not  already  a 
subject  of  the  King  should  become  a mem- 
ber of  the  church,  as  it  is  seen  of  men,  he 
would  in  reality  be  no  member  of  the 
church  at  all,  but  simply  mechanically  at- 
tached, as  a patent  band  or  foot  might  !>e 
attached  to  a man,  or  like  the  scion  held 
in  the  hand  of  an  engrafter,  not  yet  a mem. 
her  of  the  tree  beside  which  the  engrafter 
stands.  Even  the  mechanical  act  of  “set- 
ting the  graft”  does  not  make  the  scion  a 
member  of  the  tree.  It  really  becomes  such 
only  when  the  life  oif  the  tree  has  grown 
into  its  life. 

Are  the  reasons  for  membership  in  the 
church  identical  with  the  reasons  for  mem- 
bership in  the  kingdom  ? Manifestly  not, 
for  the  church  exists  for  the  sake  of  the 
kingdom,  as  its  executive  and  promoter. 

Its  work  is  to  extend  and  complete  the 
kingdom,  by  bringing  men  to  the  fiersonal  * 
acceptance  of  the  King,  and  then  by  bring-  < 
ing  the  whole  life  under  the  law  of  the  King  i 

and  into  his  service.  “This  is  to  extend  and  < 
complete  what  was  begun  in  regeneration.  f 
The  church  must  teach  and  promote  ol>e-  ’ 
dience  to  the  King.  And  pbedionce  %o  the  £ 
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King  is  simply  allowing  his  will  to  rale  us, 
i and  not  our  own  will,  and  not  the  logic  of 
the  case.  There  is  generally  a logic  in  the 
ease  which  is  manifest,  and  we  are  able  to 
see  in  the  nature  of  things,  also,  a reason 
for  what  he  requires  of  us.  * 

But  here  is  where  the  specific  and  |k*cu- 
li.ar  nature  of  an  ordinance  apjiears.  In 
considering  an  ordinance  there  is  no 
ground  for  philosophical  reasoning.  The 
reasons  for  an  ordinance  are  not  in  the 
ogic  of  the  ease,  but  simply  in  the  will  of 
lim  who  ordains  it.  The  province  of  hu- 
man reason  is  simply  to  ascertain  what  is 
ordained,  and  not  why  it  is  ordained.  The 
inswerto  the  “Why?”  is  to  lie  found  in 
he  sovereign  good  pleasure  of  the  ordain- 
er.  In  this  relation  baptism  stands  to  the 
various  matters  of  Christian  living  and 
Christian  relationships.  The  place  of  the 
Ordinance,  historically  and  pictorially,  is 

It  the  threshold  ot  the  Christian  life.  It  is 
he  first  enjoined  duty  of  the  disciple.  Un- 
uestionably  it  is  the  duty  of  the  ministry 
o to  teach,  and  of  the  church  so  to  lie 
guided  and  controlled.  The  ministry  and 
the  church  should  reflect  no  discredit  on 
Christ,  by  ignoring,  suppressing,  or  dis- 
placing the  ordinance.  That  would  be  a 
poor  beginning  of  service  to  the  King, 
which  discounts  or  suppresses  obedience 
to  the  order  of  the  King.  If  the  disciple 
fggins  in  that  way,  and  the  church  as- 
sents to  such  a beginning,  what  safeguard 
ii|  there  that  the  whole  life  may  not  follow 
tliis  first  act  of  disloyalty  and  turn  aside 
into  other  channels  than  he  has  ordained  ? 
I^cause  baptism  is  an  ordinance,  a some- 
thing ordered  by  the  King,  and  because  it 
stands  at  the  head  in  point  of  time  of  all 
j Christian  dirties  as  the  official  announce- 
| ifflent  of  our  discipleship,  it  must  stand  at 
I t|le  head  of  membership  in  the  church.  The 
oath  of  allegiance  is  not  essential  to  the 
I spirit  ot  citizenship  in  this  country,  but  it 
, W essential  to  the  fact  of  citizenship.  It 
'expresses  the  spirit  of  citizenship,  and  must 
[precede  membership  in  the  corporate  life  of 
the  nation.

The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  always 
recognized  and  emphasized  this  work,  and 
carried  it  forward  to  a greater  or  less  de- 
gree. But  the  effort  now  to  be  made  is  to 
greatly  enlarge  the  work.  For  various 
causes  the  Convention  has  not  done  as 
much  as  it  should.  - This  is  not  so  much 
the  occasion  for  censure  as  for  regret. 

The  work  will  still  have  its  delicate 
features  and  its  difficulties.  Plans  for  so  i 
great  a work  cannot  be  matured  in  a day. 
Time  and  caution  will  be  necessary  for 
this.  # «

New  Orleans. 

Through  the  goodness  of  providence  I 
have  been  preserved  to  attend  the  “Jubilee 
service”  of  the  Coliseum  Place  Baptist 
Church,  New  Orleans.  Of  the  nine  constit- 
uent members,  fifty  years  ago,  I alone  re- 
main. It  was  a sad  yet  pleasant  occasion; 
sad  because  of  the  absence  of  so  many  co- 
warkers,  pleasant  to  note  the  growth  of 
the  church  and  to  mark  its  present  pros- 
perity. 

In  the  year.  1852  I returned  to  New  Or 
leans  after  an  Absence  of  many  months,  to 
find  a practically' disorganized  church  and 
no  house  of  Worship  The  First  Church, 
the  only  white  organization  in  thecity,  had 
lost  its  home  through  oversight,  indiffer- 
ence and  discouragement.  I succeeded  in 
tracing  up  less  than  half  a score  of  mem- 
bers, including  Dehcon  John  Juden,  James 
H.  Low,  W.  M.  Perkins,  my  brother  Elder 
Wm.  C.  Duncan  and  my  father  Wm.  Dun- 
can and  myself. 

With  the  assistance  of  these  brethren  and 
Jas.  L.  Furmain,  just  returned  from  Europe, 

I was  enabled j to  start  a second  Baptist 
papier  called  the  “New  Orleans  Baptist 
Chronicle.”  An  editorial  in  the  firet  num- 
ber created  an  interest  with  the  Alabama 
Baptist  ConvflOtiqn  which  aroused  a like 
interest  in  Georgia,  Mississippi  and  other 
states,  resulting  in  a movement  to  re-es- 
tablisht  denominational  interest  in  thecity. 

Out  of  this  awakening  grew  thejColiseum 
Baptist  Church  whose  “Jubilee”  has  just 
been  eeleftrateej.  Myconnection  therewith 
contin  ied  until  the  year  of  the  war  of  the 
states.  During  the  war  I moved  to  Meri- 
dian, my  present  home;  but  the  old  Coli- 
scum  still  hold^  a deep  place  in  my  heart. 
The  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  I re- 
joice to  know.jhas  determined  to  lay  bold 
on  the  city  mpre  earnestly  at  *11  needful 
expense.

There  has  unfortunately  grown  up  a 
strong  prejudice  against  emotionalism  in 
religion,  owing  to  the  excesses  by  which 
this  type  of  religiojn  has  been  marked.

It  is  only  in  matters  ot  re- 
ligion that  we  suppress  our  feelings.’ 
Christianity  is  emphatically  ft  religion  of 
the  heart.  Matthew  Arifoldf  one  of  the 
coldest  and  most  critical  of  men,  defined 
religion  as  "duty  touched  by  emotion.” 
He  saw  that  religion  is  more  than  ethics. 
It  is  a new  heart;  it  fs  a new  impulse  or 
power  which  gives  enforcement  to  duty. 
To  overlook  or  to  underrate  the  emo- 
tional side  of  religion  is  therefore  to  make 
a great  mistake. ; for  jieopHe  are  governed
